As the quality of his brood 
cow herd improves, a cattle- 
man will find it harder to se- 
lect bulls to continue the im- 
provement p¥ogram, Farquhar 
pointed out, 

“Most of the guesswork in 
bull selection can be eliminat- 
ed when bulls of proved ability 
can be purchased. These bulls 
can be selected after they have 
sired enough calves to deter- 
mine whether they are good 
breeding bulls, Or, the special- 
ist continued, “You can select 
bulls that have been perfor- 
mance tested. Performance 
tested bulls’ weaning weights, 
as well as their ability to gain 
and do well on food, will be on 
record.” 


Unfortunately, there are not 
enough of these two classes of 
bulls to supply the needs_ of 
commercial beef producers in 
Alabama. So, the specialist 
said, next best is a bull that 
has weight for age, conforma- 
tion that indicates a high per- 
centage of red meat—full 
spring of ribs, heavy loin, long 
level rump, and bulging hind- 
quarters and is from a mother 
of known milking ability,

Blood: The River of Life

jobs as does our blood, The average person has 12 to 18 pints of 

ood, It is moved constantly through a network of about 60,000 

miles of arteries, veins and capillaries in its Job of feeding tissue, . 
regulating temperature, removing waste and fighting disease, There 

is nothing else in the world quite ove 

like blood, and there is no sub- 
stitute for it, 

Just what is blood? It is com- 

He od of a number of things, the 
argest portion a volume being 
plasma. This is the fluid part of 
the blood and is about 92 per cent 
Water, 

Probably the hardest little 
worker in the blood is the red cell, 
which is made primarily in the 
bone marrow, Red cells are sau- 
cer shaped and are spongy, They 
hold hemoglobin, the chemical 
which picks up oxygen from the 
lungs and carries it through the 
body, 

Iron is necessary to keep the 
production of hemoglobin at a 
normal rate, Best sources of iron 
are meat (especially liver), eggs, 
frreen leafy vegetables, whole 
grain bread and cereals, 

White cells, larger than red 
cells and irregularly shaped, are 
the “doctors” of the body, In the 
normal body, there is only one 
white cell for every 600 red cells. 
When the body is attacked by an 
invading disease, the white cells 
rapidly converge on the organ- 
ism and throw up a defense, That 
is why the white cell “count” 
increases when you have an in- 
fection in your body, 

| Another factor in the blood 
are platelets, which assist blood 
in coagulation by helping form 
blood clots, 

| Of all the diseases of the blood, 
leukemia is the most serious. It 
is almost invariably fatal, This 
condition is brought on when, for 
some unknown reason, the body 
produces white cells at an ab- 
normal! rate,

blood is anemia, of which there

FEED LOT TREND 
FOR CATTLE IS 
SEEN BY WRITER 


By Tom Casaday 


Mr. P, O. Davis, Director of 
API Extension Service, wro.e 
an article a few days ago about 
farming in Alabama. I've se. 
lected two short paragraphs 
Which certainly apply to Cof- 
fee County farmers, Director 
Davis said. “It appears now 
that Alabama farmers will look 
back at 1958 as a reasonably 
good year for them, especially 
full-time farmers who have 
enough land and other essen- 
tials to good farming, 

With favorable weather, corn 
yields hit a new high, 22 bus- 
hels per acre, The ’ previous 
high was 30 bushels in 1955. 
Yields of cotton, peanuts and 
other crops were above aver- 
age or better. 

These facts are causing far. 
mers to face the future With 
more confidence. Those who 
are full-time farmers with ade- 
quate land and other essent- 
ials continue to have satisfact- 
ory returns from farming, 

These three facts challenge 
Serious’ thinking by farmers 
who are planning for the fu- 
ture: (1) Total production of 
grains and other seed crops at- 
tained a new high level in 19- 
58. So we have lots of feed, 

(2) The trend of cattle is 
from slaughter to feedlots and 
pastures where grazing is ade- 
quate. (3) A big crop is on the 
Way, up about 17 percent. 

These facts will affect live- 
stock prices next year. More 
animals from breeding and 
more feed may lower prices, 
probably will. 

Number one above — should 
challenge us to think of ways 
to use our big corn in the most 
profitable way, His number 
two statement points out the 
need for our cattlemen and 
farmers to at least eliminate 
the practice of selling young, 
small, low grade cattle. And at 
the same time, start feeding 
out other cattle to heavier 
weights where feed and eraz- 
ing is available. 

Fertilizing Pines—Pecans— 

Will it pay to use fertilizer 
on your pines? A lot of people 
have asked this question— 

According to API Extension 
Forester Ike Martin, there is 
no available research that 
proves fertilizing forestry pro- 
jects. In fact, experiments 
Show that large scale fertili- 
zation in the woods is not a 
g00d practice, 

On the other hand, Martin 
pointed out that landowners 
Who wish to speed up growth 
of yard - planted pines or 
young pine tree areas that are 
to be sold for building lots may 
be justified in fertilizing, 

Hundreds of urban and farm 
people in Coffee County have 
young pines around the house 
and barn. So if you want to 
speed up growth, use about 1- 
4 pound around each little 
Seedling, on two or thiree year 
old trees, use about 1-2 pound. 
Don’t put the. fertilizer too 
close to the trunk. 

“For pecan trees, use two to 
three pounds of 8-8-8 fertili- 
zer per tree for each year of 
the tree’s age on trees up to 15 
years old. On older trees, use 
1200 to 2000 pounds of 8-8-8 
per acre. Apply half before 
growth starts in the spring: 
and the other half after fruit 
is set,

Coffee county farmers face 
an important decision in the 
corn referendum next Tuesday, 
Noy. 25, Farmers have two pro- 


,posals to decide, 


Proposal number 1 will be 


for a discontinuation of corn 
acreage allotments for 1959 and 
Subsequent crops and price 
Support on corn at 90% of the 


average price received by far- 
mers for the three preceding 
years as adjusted for abnormal 
quality of low grade corn mar- 
keted or 65% of the parity 
price, whichever is higher. Un- 
der the law, the support level 
would not be below 65% .af par- 
ity. Price support would be a- 
vailable for all corn of elgible 
quantity under this provision. 

Proposal number 2 would be 
for a continuation of acreage 
allotments for 1959 with price 
Support at a level of from 75 to 
90% of parity depending upon 
the supply of corn in relation 
to the need of corn and other 
factors affecting eligibility for 
price support.‘Loans will be a- 
vailable to cooperating produc. 


ers who do not exceed their 
farm allotment established for 


the farm in 1959. 

These two roposals simply 
mean: For number 1, unlimit- 
ed acreages and price support 
at the higher 90% of parity, 
or, for number 2, acreage al- 
lotments on corn and a price 
support of from 75 to 90% of 
parity depending on the sup- 
ly for producers planting with- 
in their acreage allotments.

How They Compare 

The average income of fa- 
milies headed by college grad- 
nates is $7,600 a year, compar- 
ed with $5,500 for those head- 
ed by high school graduates 
and $4,200 for those headed by 
elementary school graduates, 
based on 1956 data.
